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The 48th Annual Convention 


HE 48th Annual Convention of the Holstein-Friesian 
I Association of America will hold the center of the stage 

during the first week in June. With the Century of 
Progress Exposition opening in Chicago the preceding 
week, and a National Sale of real national calibre as added 
attractions, we look for an unusually large attendance of 
breeders and their families. Excursion rates on the rail- 
roads will certainly appeal, round trip fares in many cases 
being less than half the usual one-way tariff. Hotel Stev- 
ens—the World’s Largest Hotel—is convention headquar- 
ters, primarily on account of its proximity to the Exposi- 
tion grounds, and it is advisable to make reservations in 
advance on account of the crowds expected in Chicago for 
the World’s Fair, which seems to have captured the atten- 
tion of the public as no similar exposition has done since 
the World’s Columbian Exposition at Chicago forty years 
ago. 

The program for the week, tabulated on this page, shows 
a real treat in store for all visitors.

By-Law Amendments 
The Call contains a long list of proposals for by-law 
amendments for action by the Convention on Wednesday. 
As last year, many of these relate to fees for registration 
and transfer and the proposals are along much the same 
line as last year, but perhaps the buffetings of the past 
year may have induced a different attitude toward some 
of them. There are two propositons relative to changes 
in transfer fees, both sponsored by members of the Board 
of Directors. Messrs. John Bell and James A. Reynolds 
propose to reduce the base fee for members to $1.00, with 
a $2.00 charge if filed more than three months from date 
of sale. Non-members would pay $2.00 and $3.00. This 
proposal also would repeal the section which provides for 
apportionment of 50 cents from each transfer back to the 
state of origion. Director H. V. Noyes proposes to go even 
farther and set the transfer fee at fifty cents for members, 
$1.00 for non-members, double for each after three months 
from date of sale. The refunds to the states would of 
course also be done away with under Mr. Noyes’ amend- 
ment.

present fees, particularly the 
penalty fees, and many ani- 
mals that are sold are rever- 
ting to the practical aspect 
of grades so far as registra- 
tion of their future offspring 
is concerned through unwill- 
ingness of either buyer or 
seller to pay the fees neces- 
sary to put the papers in 
order. At present price levels, 
they cannot be much blamed. 
Any estimate of the number 
in this class would be willing 
to pay the lower fees provided 
under either of the schedules 
would be at best merely a 
guess. We do think, how- 
ever, the number would be 
considerable. Even a_ 50- 
cent fee that is paid is worth 
more from a revenue stand- 
point than a $3 application 
that is never filed. In other 
words, the high fees are de- 
feating their own purpose. 
They arouse a feeling of re- 
sentment in these times that 
no amount of even the most 
vigorous extension effort can 
overcome. When times were 
better and milk and cattle 
prices were on a profitable

All 
branches of industry will be represented by non-com- 
petitive exhibits depicting the progress of the century and 
the last word in modern developments—Science, Elec- 
tricity, Agriculture, Travel and Transport—all have their 
special buildings and exhibits—and the midway, with its 
Skyride, will be the ultimate in thrills and amusement. 
The Federal Government, forty-four States and some nine- 
teen foreign countries have erected special exhibit build- 
ings to house their displays which will in themselves be 
worth the attention of the visitor. 


The Dairy Exhibit 

To the Dairy Industry goes the honor of being the only 
food industry with its own special building. Perhaps a 
more detailed description of the Dairy Exhibit will be of 
interest to our readers. The building is in one of the most 
conspicuous and beautiful locations on the grounds—its 
exterior finish of white and silver is not only appropriate 
(to the purity of dairy products, but will make the build- 
ing stand out prominently against the rainbow colors of 
the buildings behind it. In planning the dairy exhibit, the 
directors wisely decided not to scatter the appeal but to 
concentrate on the one essential purpose, which recognizes 
chat the most vital need for the prosperity of the industry 
is increased consumption of milk and milk products. Art- 
ists, scientists and expert show men have collaborated 
under the direction of Dr. H. E. Van Norman, president 
and manager of the Century Dairy Exhibit, Inc., and Chas. 
E. Sommer, Director of Exhibits, to produce a dramatic 
exhibit that will catch interest and seize the imagination 
to drive home this lesson, even to the most casual visitor. 

The visitor coming toward the dairy building will be 
struck by two large areas of brilliant color at the entrance. 
These are two mural decorations in an original modern- 
istic effect, the figures and backgrounds being carved in 
low relief and colored in brilliant lacquer. The subjects 
are The Contribution of Science to Health and The Con- 
tribution of Science to Industry. The effect of the glowing 
color will be striking against the white and silver back- 
ground of the mass of the building. Entering the building, 
visitors will find themselves at once on an observation 
space that corresponds to the mezzanine balcony of a 
theatre. Before them is an ornamental iron railing and be- 
yond itthat an impressive circular sweep of a great cy- 
clorama, which is the central feature of the building and 
of the exhibit. It is the theatre of a unique dramatic pres- 
entation, ithe basic effect of which is one of the most 
striking creations of modern art and science, the Clavilux 
or Color Organ. The Directors of the Dairy Building have 
brought off a great scoop in obtaining exclusive use of 
the Clavilux at the Fair. 

The Clavilux, or Color Organ, is an innovation of sen- 
sational importance in ‘the artistic and show world. It 
has been developed and perfected for a number of years 
and has been seen in great cities so that knowledge of it 
is widespread but comparatively few people have seen it 
in operation. It offers an opportunity for wide publicity. 
Thomas Wilfred, creator of the Clavilux, has been engaged 
to personally install the Color Organ in the Dairy Build- 
ing and direct its operation. The principle of the Clavilux 
is that color in itself has an effect upon the mind. The 


Clavilux plays on color as a musical organ plays on tones. 

In the cyclorama amphiteatre of the Dairy Building 
the spectator audience will face a screen ninety feet long 
and forty feet high. From projectors above, streams of 


color flow over the screen in masses, shades, blendings, 
sudden oppositions of different colors, now in pastel tones, 
then in clashes of startling contrast. 


The Clavilux in combination with music, pictures and 
voice, will be used in the pageant drama in the Dairy 
Building. The music is that of one of the greatest sym- 
phony orchestras in America. The Color Organ effects 
will be synchronized to play over the pictorial effects of 
the series of episodes. Mr. Wilfred, the music director, 
and the artists, have been working all winter on ithe show 
which, in its entirety, is something the like of which has 
never before been presented. It will be one of the greatest 
drawings attractions at the fair. 


The spectacle is The Foster Mother of Man, an Epic 
of Human Progress, the Story of Man’s Dependence on unis 
Cow. The first episode is primitive man and the worship 
of the cow as one of the protecting gods. Then the dawn 
of civilization, the caveman becoming a herdsman. The 
coming of the Cow to the Plymouth colony—three heifers 
and a bull brought by the Pilgrim ship, Charity—the first 
dairy cattle to set foot in the colony. Westward Ho! The 
story continues with the trail makers crossing the great 
plains. Behind the covered wagons follow the faithful milch 
cows, source of life to the children, essential food supply 
of the family. Then comes America Today. The scene 
shows how the beneficent products of the dairy are dis- 
tributed by modern facilities, science, sanitation and re- 
frigeration in their great variety of products essential to 
the vitality and strength of the race. Last is the summing 
up episode, The Perfect Family. Full power of tthe Clavi- 
lux builds up the effect of the scene, accompanied by the 
triumphant music of the symphony. Strong, straight 
children, men and women joying in health, vigor and long 
life. Driving home of the Age Old Truth—Dairy Products 
Building Superior People. The pageant-drama occupies 
seven to eight minutes and those who have seen the re- 
hearsals declare that it takes rank as the strongest pos- 
sible presentation of an educational message. 


From the promenoir the visitors pass on through a 
gently descending spiral of wide halls of brilliantly il- 
luminated dramatized exhibits illustrating the lesson of 
the color drama they have just seen. The fundamental 
method of the exhibits is the use of action, light and 
animation to dramatize the story. After passing through 
this spiral of exhibit halls, the visitor comes to Industry 
Hall. In the first section, the key feature will display the 
tremendous reward of proper nutrition through use of 
dairy products. Strong men and beautiful women are dis- 
played in their perfection in an illuminated display of 
Olympic stars in action. A deep lesson on food is given 
by a cage of white rats reared on different diets. Photo- 
graphs will also be used to show a subject very interest- 
ing to the fair sex—that is, weight-control on a dairy 
product diet that maintains full health and stamina. Meth- 
ods of making use of this invaluable information will round 
out the lesson. By illuminated charts and display of the 
products, well balanced diets are illustrated. From the 
sales point of view one of the most valuable of these will 
be a display of an ideal week’s supply of dairy products 
for a family of five. Illuminated graphs giving a quick 
summary of statistics of the dairy industry will drive home 
the importance of the dairy industry and the great place 
it occupies in our national life. In the production exhibit, 
a mechanical reproduction of a cow, showing the per- 
fected dairy animal as a milk manufacturing machine will 
be a striking feature. Quality control of milk, showing the 
perfection of present methods of assuring purity of milk to 
the consumer, is another feature of this section. 


Leaving the production exhibit, visitors next come to 
the beautiful and inviting dairy restaurant overlooking 
the lagoon. The model kitchen will be in charge of an 
expert chef and the menus will be prepared by expert 
dieticians. They will be an object lesson in the high 
appetite value of dairy products. 


Next to the restaurant on the same level is the Club 
Room of the Century Dairy Club for members and their 
guests. The club members are the contributors to the 
Dairy Exhibit and are entitled to wear the club emblem, 
a neat, flat bit of jewelry in chromium and blue enamel 
about half an inch wide, bearing the emblem of the

“Sacred Cow’. Membership in the 
Century Dairy Club costs one dollar 
and the membership has helped to pro- 
mote advance interest in the exhibit 
throughout the country. 


On a lower level in the building is 
Commodities Hall. Here will be found 
educational exhibits of Milk, Ice 
Cream, Cheese, Butter, Evaporated 
Milk and Dry Milks. An important il- 
lustrated exhibit will show for the 
instruction of the consumer the tre- 
mcndous amount of service that goes 
to the delivery of a quart of milk at 
the door. 

By the time the visitors have passed 
through the Dairy Building they will 
be thoroughly informed on every as- 
pect of dairy products as the foun- 
dation of health and vitality of the 
race They have not only seen every- 
thing presented in the most readily 
comprehended and convincing man- 
ner, but have had the opportunity to 
apply the lesson personally in the 
model restaurant. It is the most 
nearly complete presentation ever 
made of a food product. 

We urge every one of our readers 
who can possibly do so to attend Cen- 
tury of Progress Exposition at some 
time during the five months of its op- 
eration. Particularly is this Expo- 
sition appealing to American Youth 
and it has been stated that a week at 
the Exposition will equal a year in 
college in educational value. The rail- 
roads will all be giving especially at- 
tractive round trip rates—in fact al- 
most unbelievably low for excursions 
—and for those who come by automo- 
bile there will be authorized tourist 
camps outside the city where accom- 
modations can be reasonably secured

Supt. Norton’s Annual Report 


HE past year has been extremely difficult in all lines 
7 related to agriculture and ours has been no exception. 

Our breeders have bravely continued their probrams 
of Advanced Registry and Herd Improvement Testing in 
spite of the hard times and testing has dropped off barely 
ten per cent from 1931, a very moderate decrease as com- 
pared to many lines of business. While we can scarcely 
hope for gains in testing during such trying times, it is 
very gratifying to have the work hold up so well and we 
are confident that the return of better times will bring 
a large increase, particularly in the Herd 


Improvement 
Test. 


Department of Advanced Registry 

The year 1932 witnessed the passing of an old insti- 
tution in Advanced Registry, the 7-day test. It has de- 
clined rapidly during recent years and only 20 tests were 
reported in the Seven-Day Division during the past year. 
For many years the 7-day test filled a prominent place, 
but now we pay our last respects without regret, for time 
moves on and this form of testing has long since outlived 
its usefulness. With the publication of Volume 44 of the 
Blue Book, the 7-day test will become a matter of history. 

During the year a total of 2,843 tests were reported 
in the Ten-Months’ and Yearly Divisions, of which 1,073 
‘were ten-months’ and 1,770 were yearly records. This 

figure does not give a fair comparison with 1931, however, 

because of the new rule which provides for publication of 
the number of days carried calf with all yearly records. 
There were 2,373 tests completed in the Yearly Division, 
but 603 of these were held for calving statements and 
could not be reported with the year’s work. If we add 
these tests to the total reported, so that our 1932 figures 
would be comparable with the previous year, we would 
have 3,446 tests for 1932 as compared to 3,869 tests in 
these same divisions in 1931, a decrease of approximately 
11%. 

Classification B continued to increase in popularity 
during 1932, just as it had done in the five previous years, 
and Classification B tests exceeded Classification A tests 
for the first time. Of the 2,843 tests reported for the year, 
50% or 1,422 were “B”, 33.2% or 943 were “A” and 16.8% 
or 478 were Classification C tests. The percentage of 
“B” and “C” tests has increased from 43.7% of all long- 
time tests in 1928 to 66.8% in 1932, and I consider this 
steady rise in popularity of the more practical classifica- 
tions for two and three times milking at the expense of 


the classification for four times a day milking as being 
particularly significant. 

If we compare the averages shown for 1932 with those 
for the previous year, we iind an increase in the average 
production for each of the three classifications in both 
divisions, with the largest gains shown in “B” and “C”’ of 
the Yearly Division. The yearly “B” average increased 
from 15,901.4 lbs. milk and 538.1 lbs. fat in 1931 to 16,193.6 
Ibs. milk and 5552.0 lbs. fat for 1932; the yearly “‘C” aver- 
age increased from 12,918.5 lbs. milk and 441.6 lbs. fat in 
1931 to 13,468.1 lbs. milk and 465.6 lbs. fat in 1932. A gain 
in the average production shown in each of the six groups 
as compared to the previous year is extremely satisfactory. 

In the summaries for all long-time tests completed to 
December 31, 1932, we find that 32,144 yearly tests of 
Holstein-Friesian cows and heifers of all ages average 
16,756.4 lbs. milk, 3.4% fat and 569.9 lbs. fat for 349 days; 
and that 11,607 ten-months’ tests average 14,018.1 Ibs. 
milk; 3.88% fat and 474.2 lbs. fat for 298 days. 


Check Testing 
As in past years, careful attention has been paid to 
the checking of tests in various ways in order that the 
accuracy and integrity of the records might be established 
beyond question in the minds of the breeders and the 
general public. There should be no misapprehension in 
regard to these special tests on the part of breeders who 
are engaged in testing their herds for Advanced Registry 
or Herd Improvement Registry and all such tests should 
be welcomed. Testing must be thoroughly 
and kept at a high standard at all times. 
During the year 1932, a total of 706 check tests were 
conducted, of which 309 were regular retests conducted

under the automatic retest rule and 397 were special 
tests made under instructions sent out direct from the 
Advanced Registry Office. Two hundred and nineteen 


of these latter tests were made by supervisors from with-

1,000-lb. Fat Producers 


During the testing year ended December 31, 1932, 17 
records exceeding 1,000 lbs. fat in 365 days were com- 
pleted, although four of this number are held for calving 
statements. Sixteen of these were new thousand-pound 
fat cows and one, Rosamond Korndyke Pet 616607, com- 
pleted her third record above a thousand pounds fat in a 
year. The addition of these 16 new thousand-pound fat 
producers for the year brings the total ‘to 183 thousand- 
pound fat cows of the breed on December 31, 1932. Two of 
the 17 records for the year exceeded 1,100 lbs. fat, Lady 
Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje 849602, owned by F. E. Murphy, 
Breckenridge, Minn., produced 1,186.4 Ibs. and Mantup 
Pietje Bess Ormsby 858276, owned by Mrs. W. S. Kellogg, 
Derby, Conn., produced 1.127.1 Ibs.

During the year nine cows completed records exceed- 
ing 30,000 lbs. of milk in 365 days, making a total of 136 
cows of the breed in the 30,000-lb. milk list on December 
31, 1932. Two of these cows exceeded 35,000 lbs. of milk 
in the year; Carnation Prospect Veeman 799610, owned 
by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash., was credited 
with 36,859.4 lbs. and Lady Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje, owned 
by F. E. Murphy, Breckenridge, Minn., was credited with 
35,626.6 lbs. Each of the nine cows that exceeded 30,000 
lbs. of milk during the year also exceeded a thousand 
pounds. 


The Honor List 


The Honor List, which will be included in Volume 44 
of the Blue Book was printed in separate pamphlet form 
and has been distributed to all who have requested copies. 
It gives the leading records in each of the seven age 
classes for the three classifications in both the Ten-Months’ 
and Yearly Divisions, giving the full details of the record, 
together with the name and address of the owner in each 
case. Records are rated according to the amount of butter- 
fat in the different age classes unless debarred from com- 
petition under the rule which provides that records with 
an average per cent fat below 3 or above 5 should not be 
assigned any rank on the Honor List. Details of Honor 
List winnings appear in the World for April 22. 

The Honor List included 701 records of which 296 are 
ten-months’ and 405 are yearly records. The total num- 
ber of competing records is 1,073 in the Ten-Months’ and 
1,770 in the Yearly Division. Copies of the Honor List 
may be obtained by writing the Advanced Registry Office.

The Blue Book 


Volume 43 of the Blue Book, reporting 
Advanced Registry tests completed during 
the year ended December 31, 1931. was dis- 
tributed in July, 1932. For purposes of 
economy the lists shown in Volume 43 were 
somewhat limited and a considerable sav- 
ing was effected. Volume 44, which is now 
in process of publication, will complete the 
reports of tests in the Seven-Day Division 
and Volume 45, which will include tests 
completed during 1933, will be the first 
volume of the Blue Book to be based en- 
tirely on long-time records. As a basic 
volume of long-time tests, it would be high- 
ly desirable to include in Volume 45 all of 
the long-time tests completed in past years. 
This would involve considerable extra ex- 
pense but is a matter which is worthy of 
careful consideration. 

Department of Herd Improvement Registry 

During the first five years of the Herd 
Improvement Test several changes of im- 
portance have been made. First came the 
addition of the bi-monthly plan, omitting 
the requirement of daily milk weights and 
giving the owners their choice of the month- 
ly and the bi-monthly plans of testing. This 
was followed by the change from the cow- 
month plan of figuring herd averages to the 
system now in use, which includes in the 
herd average only those cows that were 
members of the herd during ten months of 
the herd test year. This change confines 
the herd average to individual cows and 
eliminates all fractional reports and is much 
more satisfactory than the original method. 
Reporting lactation records in addition to 
the regular figures showing production for 
the twelve months of the herd test year is 
another forward step. These lactation rec- 
ords appear for the first time in the Sire 
List in Volume 4 of the Red Book and fur- 
nish a much better basis for daughter-dam 
comparisons than the regular’ twelve 
months’ production figures. The adoption 
of the Mount Hope Index at the December 
meeting of the Board of Directors provides 
a method of evaluating sires and should 
further stimulate interest in the Herd Im- 
provement Test. The index, as it will be 
applied to the Herd Test sires, will be 
an equal parent index and will be confined 
to sires with six or more Herd Test daugh- 
ters whose dams have Herd Test records. 

There is one other change which I be- 
lieve should be made and that is to limit 
herds in the Herd Test to three milkings 
daily. Four milkings may be desirable in 
Advanced Registry testing in order that 
heavy milking cows may produce to full 
capacity, but this test includes the entire 
herd and is designed to meet practical herd 
conditions and I believe it should be lim- 
ited to twice and three times a day milk- 
ing. This change would greatly simplify the 
grouping of herds according to daily muilk- 
ings from seven groups, which we have 
under the present plan, to three groups, 
straight “B” herds, straight ‘‘C’’ herds and 
those of mixed “B” and “C” classification. 
With the changes already made and the 
one here proposed, the Herd Test would 
be in a very good shape and should function 
satisfactorily. 

The Herd Averages 

During the year ended September 30, 
1932. which is the official testing year in 
the Herd Improvement Test, 197 herds in- 
cluding 4,379 cows completed a year’s test 
with an average of 11,099 lbs. milk and 
374.6 lbs. fat per cow. Comparing these 
figures with those of the previous year, we 
find that in 1931 229 herds including 4,639 
cows averaged 10,940 lbs. milk and 366.7 
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ibs. fat per cow. These figures show a de- 
crease of less than 6% in the number of 
cows tested in the Herd Test during 1932 
as compared to 1931, but a gain of 159 
lbs. milk and 7.9 lbs. fat in the average 
production per cow. The difficulty of com- 
paring herd averages because of the seven 
groupings according to daily milkings is 
well illustrated in the accompanying table 
in which the averages of these groups are 
shown. The fact that only 27 out of 197 
herds tested include Classification A cows 
would indicate that limiting the Herd Test 
to Classification B and C would not result 
in any considerable reduction in the num- 
ber of herds tested for Herd Improvement 
Registry. The averages for the herds 
grouped according to the three classifica- 
tions and their combinations, follow:

The 197 herds including 4,379 cows av- 
eraged 11,099 lbs. milk, 3.38% fat and 374.6 
lbs. fat, a somewhat higher average than 
had been reached during any of the three 
previous years. Sixty-nine of the 197 herds 
averaged over 400 lbs. fat per cow and 98, 
or approximately 50%, of all the herds 


tested exceeded 365 lbs. fat per cow for the 
year. 


Cancellations 

A total of 769 certificates of registry were 
cancelled from these 197 herds tested during 
the year. The cancellations represent 
11.5% of the cows tested and it is inter- 
esting to note that the average per cent 
of cancellations has been practically steady 
throughout each of the four years, ranging 
from 10.9% to 11.5% of the cows tested. 
With the owners of herds tested for Herd 
Improvement Registry voluntarily cancel- 
ling the lower 11% of their producing herds 
each year, a steady improvement in the 
quality of these herds should result. If 
this elimination of the lower 11% could be 
applied to the breed in general each year, 
we would be making rapid strides toward 
the improvement of the breed. It takes 
a good cow to return a margin of profit at 
the present prices of dairy products and 
many Holstein breeders could profit by the 
information which the Herd Improvement 
Test would furnish them. 


The Red Book 

The fourth volume of the Red Book, 
which includes the reports of all herds com- 
pleting a vear’s test during the twelve 
months’ period ended September 30, 1932, 
was distributed early in January and has 
received many favorable criticisms from 
breeders throughout the country. Two new 
features were incorporated in this volume. 
both of which we believe are very much 
worth while: First, all records appearing 

the Sire List in Volume 4 are lactation 
records, with the ages based on the date 
of calving rather than the age at the be 
ginning of the herd test year. These lac- 
tation records were figured for all herds 
that have pneen on test for two or more 
consecutive years from the beginning of 
the Herd Improvement Test and where a 
cow had completed more than one lacta- 
tion record, all such records were shown 
under her name in the Sire List. The 
change to lactation records in the Sire List 
did not affect the method of reporting the 
productions of individual cows in the herds

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and these were based on production of the 
twelve-months’ period of the herd test 
year as usual. The change to the lactation 
basis for records published in the Sire List 
was made because lactation records are 
much more valuable for making daughter- 
dam comparisons in proving sires. 

The other new feature appearing in 
Volume 4 of the Red Book is the publica- 
tion of classifications according to type, 
every animal listed in Volume 4 being cred- 
ited with a type classification, if classified. 
This applies to males as well as females 
and sires that have been classified or that 
have been designated as Gold Medal Proven 
Sires or Silver or Bronze Medal Preferred 
Sires are credited with the classification or 
rating assigned to them. This combina- 
tion of individual production figures and 
type classification, where the herd has been 
classified, provides very complete and satis- 
factory information concerning the herd. 

In addition to the reports of the 197 herds 
and the list of sires with daughters tested 
for Herd Improvement Registry, Volume 4 
LADY ORMSBY FOBES EDUCATOR 1011809 of the Red Book includes a list of herds 
averaging over 400 lbs. fat per cow for 
one year, leading herd averages according 
to classification and herd averaging one 
pound of fat per cow daily for four con- 
secutive years. 


Department of Herd Classification and 
Sire Recognition 

As a result of the depressed condition of 
the industry throughout the year, the de- 
partment showed the least amount of ac- 
tivity for any year since it was established 
in 1929. Only three herds were classified 
and one sire was given the designation of 
Silver Medal Preferred Sire. With these 
additions the totals for the four years of 
herd classification include 140 herds and 
3,438 animals classified, of which 216 were 
classified as excellent, 918 Very Good, 444 
Good Plus, 1.615 Good, 224 Fair, and 21 
Poor. 

During the year, one Silver Medal Pre- 
ferred Sire certificate was issued for Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst 346005 on tthe basis 
of the quality and type of his daughters and 
the improvement shown over their dams in 
this respect. Sixteen daughters of this sire

The publication of the classifications of 
individual animals appearing in Volume 4 
of the Red Book, together with publication 
of classifications of animals to appear in 
Volume 44 and subsequent issues of the 
Blue Book, should serve to stimulate inter- 
est in this department. We believe that 
classification of animals according to type 
should serve a real.purpose in the develop- 
ment of the breed and we are very hopeful 
that improvement in the pure bred cattle 
business will result in increased interest 
in the Department of Herd Classification 
and Sire Recognition. 


The times through which we are now 
passing are more strenuous than any within 
the reach of memory. Let us all keep firm 
our faith in the Holstein-Friesian cow. She 
represents the dairy industry, one of the 
basic industries of the country, and carries 
the promise of production with profit to 
thousands of hard-pressed dairymen. Her 
daughters produce more than half of all 
the milk and butterfat produced within the

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ing far above the levels of the common 
herd. Her breeders must continue to carry 
on and build for the future. Their breeding 
programs must rest primarily on increased 
production. This can best be achieved by 
testing whole herds, weeding out the low 
producing cows and selecting sires whose 
ability to transmit heavy production has 
been proved by the progeny ttest. “A rec- 
ord on every cow in the herd every year” 
should be the watchword of the Holstein- 
Friesian breeder. Production figures under 
normal herd conditions for every cow in the 
herd will provide the breeder with informa- 
tion of inestimable value. We need muvre 
breed information of this sort and it can 
be obtained in the best form and at the 
least cost by the general adoption of the 
Herd Test, but so far less than two per cent 
of the breeders of the country have taken 
advantage of the wonderful opportunities 
offered in this form of testing. The greatest 
possibilities for breed improvement lie in 
the use of proven sires, but they are scarce 
and can only be discovered in sufficient 
numbers by the widespread use of the Herd 
Test. We hope that the sire index recently 
adopted for use with the Herd Test will

level. there was little objection to these fees. Most breed- 
ers were glad to pay them and felt they were contributing 
something to the promotion of the industry through its 
extension program. That feeling today is comparatively 
rare, particularly among the rank and file of breeders 


who are facing the realities of the present situation. They 
are concerned principally with their own crushing prob- 
lems and the thing they are looking for is relief in ex- 
penses. 


While even a year ago, we all dismissed the proposal 
for a 50-cent transfer as a financial impossibility from the 
Association’s standpoint, it mow comes before the Con- 
vention undere the sponsorship of the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee. Doubtless he will have some inter- 
esting figures to present as to the possible financial pic- 
ture for the Association under this schedule. 

Both proposals call for elimination of the payments 
back to the states. The Bell-Reynolds amendment would 
leave practically the same net amount available for the 
National Association’s use. The Noyes’ proposition would 
apparently reduce income by about the present cost of the 
Extension Department, although we understand Mr. Noyes 
fs not advocating the discontinuance of this work, but is 
willing to recommend its maintenance out of the Reserve 


Fund this year if necessary. The principal difference 
between these two proposed amendments, accordingly, 


appears to be in the degree of relief to be afforded individ- 
ual breeders in the sale of transfer fees and perhaps in 
general financial policy for the Association. 

State associations now benefitting from the check-off on 
transfer fees will naturally feel badly over loss of this 
Some of them are making 


source of operating funds. 
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effective use of the money; others not so good. We have 
always supported the state association idea; have believed 
in the possibilities for worthwhile effort in this field. In 
most cases, however, the check-off fund has now dwindled 
to a point of greatly reduced effectiveness, and taking the 
whole situation into consideration we are convinced that 
this money, if collected at all from the breeders, will go 
farther in getting results if expended directly through the 
National Association. The only alternative would be to 
retain the present schedule of base fees intact, and we be 
lieve there is a demand for relief there that cannot be 
discounted or ignored. 


We are not at all sure that a readjustment that would 
put more responsibility upon individual volunteer effort in 
connection with state association activities would not work 
out with fair success. If the check-off system is discon- 
tinued, we have no idea at all that our active state associa- 
tions will fold up and give up the battle for our breed. 

Registration Fees 

Mr. Noyes proposes a few changes in the schedule for 
registering males. Members would pay $2 for bulls under 
one year, as at present, but the fee for bulls over one year 
would be $3 instead of $4. Non-members would pay $3 and 


$5, instead of $4 and $8. This schedule has not been changed 


since 1904, but we believe the reduction is entirely in order. 

Mr. Charles W. Symons, President of the Wisconsin 
Holstein-Friesian Association, offers a resolution providing 
for a moratorium on penalty fees for registering females 
over one year of age until January 1, 1934. This is a dupli- 
cate of the Mott moratorium plan adopted a year ago and 
in effect during the last seven months of 1932 


Ou. 

Secretary Seaverns has made a detailed analysis of the 
results of the Mott moratorium. sriefly summarized, this 
study shows 29,005 applications for registrations of females 
over one year ago received during the seven-month period 
nearly 80% of the whole lot in the final month of Decem- 
ber. About 30% of the over-age animals registered at mini- 
mum fee under this plan became one year old after June 
1, 1932; 70% were past a year old when the moratorium 
started. Something over 60% of the 29,005 animals Tregis- 
tered under this plan were 2 years of age June 1 1932: 
about 13% were over 4 years old. We quote Secretary 


Seaverns’ conclusions. as 


_ embodied in his report to the 
Board of Directors: 

While the rush of business that a temporary suspen- 
sion of penalty fees brings to the Secretary’s office is 
most welcome at any time, there are objections to a 
moratorium: As far as the business of the Association 
is concerned a suspension of penalty fees results in a 
feast followed by a famine. It hinders regular service 
due those breeders who have paid full fees. It creates 


ill feeling on the part of breeders who are asked to pay 
regular fees because their applications were received after 
the moratorium. It is considered unjust by breeders who 
have paid double fees a short time before the suspension 
of penalty fees. It is unfair to the breeder who records 
regularly and promptly and pays full fees. It makes it 
difficult to provide steady employment for a force of 
clerks trained for this special work of keeping records 
and issuing certificates, and to keep together such a trained 
and adequate organization. It tends to reduce the Associ- 
ation’s working cash to a point where the receipts do not 
equal the disbursements. 

A straight reduction in fees would do away with these 
objectionable features that accompany a moratorium and 
would at the same time be more profitable and preferable. 
We have already had one seven-months moratorium pe- 
riod in which all breeders were given an opportunity to 
catch up on their back registrations without penalty. In 
view of this fact and the further objections raised by Secre- 
tary Seaverns as to the operation of a moratorium plan, and 
also with the other relief measures under consideration 
(transfer fees), is it necessary to go through it all again 
this year? s 


Our schedule of 


fees for registration of females is 
already lower than any of the associations of the other 
dairy breeds. These fees have remained unchanged since 
1891. Proposals for reducing bull registration fees and 
transter fees are before this Convention for consideration. 
Isn’t this going about as far along this line as the finances 
of the Association can stand? A possibility for further 
relief might be a graduated scale of fees that offered an 
inducement to register early but which did not impose the 
full penalty until after the heifer had reached the age of 
two or two and a half years. 
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Re-Apportionment 


C. W. Wray, of Illinois, proposes an amendment to the 
plan for apportionment of delegates in the various election 
districts. At present, each state is a special election dis- 
trict, entitled to one delegate and one additional for each 
200 active members (or majority fraction). Mr. Wray’s 
amendment would make a separate election district out 
of each state having 51 or more active members and ap- 
portion delegates on the basis of one to each 100 active 
members (or majority fraction). States having less than 
51 active members would be grouped each year by the 
Executive Committee into special election districts, such 
districts not to number more than one-half or less than 
one-fourth of the states so combined. According to the 
figures on active membership by states compiled by Secre- 
tary Seaverns as of December 31, 1932, there are 19 
districts having less than 51 active members. Several 
others were quite close to the line. Under this amend- 
ment, the Executive Committee would be charged with 
the responsibility of combining tthese 19 districts into not 
over nine nor less than five election districts, each district 
having at least 51 active members. As the total of active 
members in these 19 districts is 333, it would be physically 
possible to do this, but would in our judgment be very 
unsatisfactory to the breeders in those districts from a 
geographical standpoint. Rhode Island breeders, for ex- 
ample, would not by any stretch of the imagination be 
satisfied with a grouping that would put their 35 active 
members in a district with any other small state, such as 
Delaware or North Carolina. It seems to us fundamental 
that if any grouping of states is to be done for this pur- 
pose, a logical geographic basis must be worked out. And 
why pass the buck to the Executive Commitee? They 
have troubles enough without taking on added responsi- 
bilities so packed with grief as this plan would Carry. 
There is some basis of logic in Mr. Wray’s general pro- 
gram of basing the representation more nearly in propor- 
tion to membership and activity, but members in the 
smaller states are certainly entitled to more consideration 
than this present proposal would give them. 

Sub-Districts 

The Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Association offers an 
amendment to the delegate system which would give each 
election district the right to form sub-divisions, each en- 
titled to elect one or more delegates, provided such an 
arrangement does not increase the total number of dele- 
gates from the whole state. If adopted, this amendment 
would immediately raise a number of interesting ques- 
tions. Would the basis of sub-division be determined by 
the State Association, or by the National members within 
the State? If any sub-division was not satisfied with its 
treatment, what recourse would it have? In the case of 
less than a full delegation from any state, would the ab- 
sentee votes be cast by the whole state or merely by the 
delegates from the sub-division from which the absentee 
was elected? We can see plenty of opportunity for polit- 
ical log-rolling in the set-up under this amendment, and 
we wonder if the advantages really outweigh the obvious 
disadvantages. What we really need is more nationally- 
minded delegates, rather than further sectionalization. On 
the other hand, in the larger states, the more populous 
sections usually elect rather more than their share of 
delegates within such states and it is this condition, of 
course, which the Wisconsin amendment proposes to cor- 
rect. We think some future trouble and misunderstanding 
would probably be avoided if the procedure for setting up 
sub-divisions within a state were defined more explicitly. 
The whole idea of subdividing election districts appeals 
to us as being of doubtful legality under our general 
set up. 


Daily Milk Weights 

President Symons, of the Wisconsin Association, also 
offers a resolution to alter the rules of the Herd Test 
so as to do away entirely with the requirement of daily 
milk weights. The present rules give the breeder an 
option here. With bi-monthly official supervision and a 
preliminary dry milking, the record is computed entirely 
from the official period and no daily weight record is re- 
quired. With the monthly test, and no preliminary dry 
milking, daily milk weights are required. The reason for 
this has been that the daily weights would operate as a 
check on the reliability of the test where there is no 
preliminary dry milking. Without the preliminary milk- 
ing, it is difficult to know that the official period covers 
exactly 24 hours in all cases. This, it seems to us, is 
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highly important, where the record is computed from the 
production during the official period. It is desirable to 
keep the costs of record supervision as low as possible, 
but for the sake of the future of the Herd Test we would 
be sorry to see the standard lowered to a point that would 
reduce the confidence of the public in its accuracy. Do 
not the present options provide sufficient latitude? We 
assume Mr. Symons’ resolution is intended to meet situa- 
tions where the Herd Test supervision is provided in con- 
nection with Cow Testing Association supervision. We 
frankly doubt the advisability of putting the Herd Test 
on exactly the same basis as C. T. A. work. 
Other Matters 

Secretary Seaverns offers an amendment which simply 
clarifies the wording of the present rule as to fees to be 
paid by members and non-members in filing applications. 
The Secretary also proposes to reduce the compensation 
to the Committee on Elections from $40 to $20 each, plus 
expenses. Why not eliminate compensation entirely, aside 
from expenses? Service on other committees is donated, 
and there are plenty of public spirited members who 
would be glad to give their time for a trip to the Secre- 
tary’s office for this purpose. 

Mr. A. L. Jones, of Michigan, proposes an amendment 
to permit a life member to register at member’s rates 
either in his individual name or in the name of a farm 
of which he is sole owner, but not both. This seems 
reasonable. 

A group of Kansas breeders memorialize the Associa- 
tion to make a drastic reduction in registration and trans- 
fer rates for three to five years. This is of interest in 
connection with the amendments offered by others to 
lower fees, but in itself does not permit the changes re- 
quested, as they cannot be made without definite notice 
as to the sections to be amended. Resolutions relating 
to standardization and methods of paying for milk, etce., 
are offered by Frank N. Decker of New York. 

The election of officers is always a matter of keen in- 
terest. The delegates elect a President, Vice President 
and four directors, the other officers being elected by the 
Board of Directors. The terms of President L. M. Thomp- 
son of Pennsylvania, Vice President J. Homer Remsburg 
of Maryland, and Directors W. D. Robens of New York, 
T. E. Elder of Massachusetts, L. T. Winger of Colorado, 
and F. J. Southcott of Wisconsin, are expiring at this time. 

Invitations for the 1934 Convention are extended from 
Baltimore, Maryland, sponsored by the Maryland Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association; Washington, D. C., Lake Placid, 
New York, Atlantic City, New Jersey and New York City. 
Perhaps others will be forthcoming by Convention time. 
Of these invitations, Baltimore is the only one bearing the 
backing of the Holstein breeders immediately concerned.

NEW YORK ABORTION ORDER UPHELD 

On May 8, the Supreme Court of the United States de- 
cided the case of Mintz vs. Baldwin (Wisconsin vs. New 
York), upholding the majority opinion of the Federal Dis- 
trict Court, which had previously held in favor of New 
York State’s position. Mr. Justice Butler delivered the 
opinion of the Court which establishes beyond further 
question ithe right of a State to set up and enforce regu- 
lations governing the health of animals admitted from 
other States. As in the lower court, it was agreed that a 
Federal test and certificate of freedom from abortion would 
supercede state regulations, but no such tests have been 
made in this case under Federal authority. Henry S. 
Manley, Counsel of the Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Markets, appeared for Commissioner Baldwin. J. E. Mes- 
serschmidt, Assistant Attorney General of Wisconsin, for 
the appellants. The case was of very wide interest as af- 
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fecting all state laws and regulations governing the inter- 
state movement of cattle, etc. 

The New York order, requiring all dairy cattle brought 
into the State to come from certified abortion-free herds, 
is, accordingly in full effect. The New York legislature 
passed a bill to incorporate the provisions of this order 
in a State law. Governor Lehman wisely, we believe, ve- 
toed this bill on the ground that the subject was ade- 
quately covered by the Commissioner’s order. Conditions 
might conceivably arise that would render some modifica- 
tion of this order desirable, and by leaving the matter 
in the hands of the Commissioner, as at present, the whole 
subject is more flexible than would be the case it if were 
on the statute books of the State. New York wants no 
flood of cheap cattle and it wants adequate protection 
against importation of diseased animals, but it is not sound 
policy to set up positive barriers against desirable breed- 
ing animals from other states. Now that the legal aspects 
are fully determined, we hope some modification may be 
made in the interest of less drastic restrictions upon trade 
in healthy pure bred breeding animals. 


CLUB NOTES 


THE NEW YORK BANQUETS 

As announced elsewhere in this issue, the program 
of the New York Holstein-Friesian Association called for 
a series of district club banquets during the early weeks 
in April, eighteen such successful affairs being conducted. 
State Secretary Brownell attended the entire series and 
brought to the assembled guests a new vision of the 
work of the parent organization and of the important part 
in the program that each local club should play The 
principal speaker at fourteen of the eighteen banquets 
was A. J. Glover, editor of Hoard’s Dairyman, who gave 
a fine inspirational address, ending with the display of 
pictures of the eleven Guernsey sires that have been used 
on the Hoard’s farm the past thirty years, illustrating how 
difficult it is to pick a good sire until he has been proven 
by the testing of all of his daughters. Another speaker 
at most of the meetings was E. J. Leenhouts, general agri- 
cultural agent of the New York Central Railroad. Practic- 
ally all of these banquets were enlivened by community 
singing and other musical and entertaining features. Fol- 


lowing are more detailed reports of a few of these very 
worthwhile affairs. 


Oneida County 

On April 7, the day following the Oswego County ban- 
quet which was reported in a recent issue, the Oneida 
County Club held their banquet at Trenton. Bradley Fuller, 
Utica attorney and for more than thirty years a member 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, presided 
in an especially happy manner. In addition to the speak- 
ers referred to above, Bill Prescott of the World, and 
other, spoke briefly. Musical numbers were given by 
members of the Etude Club of Utica. President David 
Roberts of Saquoit, announced a membership of 55, far 
exceeding the highest previous membership in the history 
of this club. 

Chenango 

Chenango County had a noon dinner Saturday, April 8, 
at Norwich, followed by a program at which President 
Bob Howard presided. Speakers in addition to Glover, 
Brownell and Prescott included W. D. Brown, West Win- 
field, State Association Director for the district which in- 
cludes Chenango.

April, 1933 
May Program 

The April program of the State and 
County Clubs was one of the most 
successful in the history of the or- 
ganization. Over 2,100 Holstein en- 
thusiasts attended the April series of 
meetings. This interest should ‘be 
maintained by a satisfactory program 
for the May meetings. 

The series of May meetings should 
be the most important of the year. 
The main subjects for consideration 
at this series of meetings are: 

1. A complete canvass of the Hol- 
stein breeders of the county for a 
delegation to the National Holstein 
convention at Chicago the first Wed- 
nesday in June. A special excursion 
will be run by the State Association 
for this purpose. 

2. A complete discussion of each 
of the amendments and resolutions to 
be acted upon by the National Asso- 
ciation. These amendments and reso- 
lutions will be published in the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World in time for every 
club to discuss them. 

3. Take definite action on any part 


or 








of the program of the National Asso- 
ciation that you would like to have 
put into force. As a result of this 
discussion, be sure to notify the dele- 
gate from your district, your wishes, 
so that he may represent all of the 
active members of your organization. 

4. Organize your sales program so 
as to cooperate to the greatest possi- 
ble extent with the organization that 
is now being perfected to take care 
of the New York State demand for 
good cows. 

April Meetings 

A total of 2,149 enthusiastic Hol- 
stein supporters attended the eigh- 
teen banquets and noon-day luncheons 
held during the first three weeks in 
April. This third annual series of 
meetings was an outstanding success. 
We held three more meetings this 
year than last year. The total at- 
tendance was 101 persons per ban- 
quet. If we interpret these figures 
in terms of progress and interest in

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Haine Wins Murray Trophy 


Jacob E. Haine, herdsman at North 
Dakota Agricultural College, Fargo, is 
announced as winner of the trophy of- 
fered by Richard Murray, Holstein 
auctioneer of Boston, Mass., to the 
herdsman making the best record on 
a Holstein cow or heifer during 1932. 
For the purposes of this award, Supt. 
Norton agreed to adjust the records of 
the various class leaders of the year 
to mature equivalent, 365 days, Class 
B, and the winning record was found 
to be that of Nakota Piebe Homestead 
Inka 1312882, with a record of 743.1 
Ibs. fat as a senior two-year-old in 
Class C, with according to the “Norton 
system” would be equivalent to 1,152 
lbs. fat at maturity in Class B. Other 
close contenders and their equivalents 
were Fishkill Steuben Aaggie Sir May 
(1,128 lbs.), owned by Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr., of New York; Miss Triune 
Inka Ormsby (1,120 lbs.) owned by E. 
BE. Freeman of California; N M A C

When this record of the North 
Dakota heifer was announced as the 
winner.

“For a few years after I came to 
North Dakota, I tried to have the herd 
in charge of a high powered herds- 
man, but I soon found that just about 
the time these ambitious men were an 
asset to the herd, they either blew up 
or secured better jobs. In January 
1923, I hired a Pennsylvania Dutch- 
man, who told me that he had grown 
up with cows on the farm. He made 
good and the following year was pro- 
moted to be herdsman and has been 
herdsman ever since. The herd sire 
since that time has been his first con- 
cern and by his devotion and loyalty 
has earned this honor which is coming 
to him. We are delighted to know 
that he is to receive it. 

“Haine is not a specialist, giving all 
his time to the test cows, nor is he a 
boss herdsman with others to do the 


work, but he carries his full share of 
the work in a herd that is not only used 
for production but is constantly used 
for classroom instruction and for ex- 
perimental trials and house in quar- 
ters that are usually crowded.” 
Prof. Dice also informs us that it is 
the practice at the college to run all 
first calf heifers on semi-official test, 
after which they are used for experi- 
mental work of one kind or another 
and are not run in A. R. work. It is 
for that reason that the college ap- 
pears to concentrate on two-year-old 
records. Last vear one of their heif- 
ers, Nakota Piebe Homestead Donna, 
will be remembered as breaking the 
world’s record for senior two-year-olds

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Minnesota Holstein Notes 


By JOHN B. IRWIN, State Secretary 


Evidence that Minnesota Holstein 
breeders are taking the opportunity to 
improve their herds is furnished by 
the recent Honor List of the National 
Association, which includes 37 rec- 
ords made by cows in rourteen Minne- 
sota herds, three of them winning first 
places. Could the list have included 
all records up to June we would have 
had three more 1,000-lb. fat records 
and a two-year-old above 880 lbs. fat 
for another first place. There are sev- 
eral others finishing this month or 
next that should appear well up on the 
1933 Honor List. 

In the Femco herd at Breckenridge, 
Highland Carrie Walker has finished 
and will soon qualify a record of over 
30,000 lbs. milk containing 1,068 Ibs. 
fat; Femco Johanna Bess Fayne will 
pass the 33,000-lb. mark with prob- 
ably 1,200 lbs. fat or 1,500 lbs. butter; 
Miss Jewel Ormsby Piebe, whose 
phenomenal record started three years 
ago was cut short by several months 
serious illness, is now coming back 
with well over 1,000 lbs. fat; and a 
two-year-old heifer in the same herd 
is making between 880 and 900 Ibs. 
fat. These with the splendid list al- 
ready reported for Femco, headed by 
Lady Pride Pontiac Lieuwkje, leading 
aged cow of 1932 with 1,186 lbs. fat 
from 35,626 lbs. milk, make a very 
gratifying year’s work for this estab- 
lishment and one of the bright spots 
in the late depression. 

In addition to these Femco records, 
our State Sanatorium at Ah-Gwah- 
Ching had four cows that made five 
Honor List records in Class A, includ- 
ing a third, a fourth and two eighths. 


E. E. Kiekenapp of Fairbault had 
four Honor List records in Class B,

Inasmuch as a large number of the 
active members of our State Associa- 
tion are subscribers to Holstein-Frie- 


sian World, I will take this opportunity 
to congratulate them on keeping up 
their testing programs through such 
difficult times and I wish that more 
of them would find it possible to test 
for production 


during the coming 


year. There is developing all over 
the counrty a shortage of bulls with 
the proper record backing to head 
high class breeding herds, and the 
time is therefore opportune for every 
breeder who can do so to test at least 
a few of his good cows so as to be in 
a position to supply this demand the 
next few years. 

The expense of testing, through the 
efforts of our National and State As- 
sociations and various breeders, with 


or 
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the cooperation of our Agricultural 
College, has been reduced to a very 
reasonable figure. Prof. Allen at 
Minnesota University will be glad to 
give any information and he is so thor- 
oughly interested in the development 
of good dairy cattle in the state that 
he will cooperate in every way he can 
to make testing possible. 

I believe the time has come when 
our Holstein breeders all over the 
United States should take heart in 
developing their good cows; and as 
we see the advancement in other 
lines we should be prepared to recoup 
some of the losses of the last few 
years.
